THAT LOTTERY WILL. 


Tlie Lottery roople Already 1'laimlng 


to Evade It. 


Medical Advance deplores the weakness 


and shortsightedness of humanity in prais- 
ing pbyaiciang to the skies who treat in a 
long sicfcness from whioh the patient re- 
covers aided by strength of bis -vitality and 
tbe exhaustion of the disease, bat that 
given no praise to the doctor for preventing 
sickness by an accurate prescription that 
checks disease in its incipient stages. That 
ia not to be wondered at. It is the sense 
of danger that makes us thankful for the 
rescue from it. But where we are pre- 
vented by skill from running into danger 
we are apt to think that, after all, the ill 
might not have come upon as. We know 
of the case of a merchant of this city who 
will never cease berating his physician for 
giving him an especially distasteful medi- 
cine by deceit, one that for some time dis- 
ordered his stomach and gave him ft glimpse 
of the horrors of dyspepsia, Yet it is 
perfectly well known to the medical faculty 
and to others that had not the family doo- 
tor "thrown" the man just at the time he 
did, and thus withdrawn him a pace from 
business, the patient would have soon been 
the victim of a terrible affliction, most 
likely mental and probably incurable. If 
physicians had more courage of this order 
and made preventive medicine of the heroic 
order more their practice, they would more 
benefit the world. True, it is to be ad 
milted that they would receive more ourni: 
less coin and fewer plaudita—but, then, for 
what are they doctors? 


A writer In the American of Philadelphia 


presents an interesting summary of those 
Congressional districts whieh are the de- 
batable ground o£ the Kovember elections. 
He finds that in the last election there 
were twenty-four districts in twelve States 
•which the Democrats won by majorities of 
less than 1,000, and twenty-four districts 
in eleven Htatss which the Bepnblicans 
carried by like margins. There were two 
districts in Illinois and one in West Vir 
ginia which the Democrats carried by si* 
tsen votes and one in Indiana where they 
had a margin of bat twenty votes. 
In ad 


dition to these forty-eight districts there 
are about half as many more which, though 
carried by majorities of more than 1,000, 
aro still sufficiently close to furnish a field 
for an interesting contest. 
It is in the 


close districts that the battle for supremacy 
will be fought. 


NEW TO-DAY. 


The Austin Eoveille says the Democrats 


are agitating the possibility ot NewUndfl 
being a candidate lor U. S. Senator and 
they claim that Mr. Newlands will put 
money enough into the field to carry apart 
of the legislative ticket and by the Demo- 
crats endorsing him that he would have a 
fair show to win. We are afraid they are 
grasping at straws, and it is only a bid foi 
money, and should they receive any, it 
would be like the individual at the Switch, 
•when his man was beaten he remarked: 
<'I don't oare a d—n, I received money to 
•work this ticket, I put it down into my 
pookat and kept it there, and it is nothing 
to me if he is beaten." That would be 
lilt end o: the Newlands endorsement, All 
they want is his money and he can go to 
Jerioo. 


WASHINGTON, September 19,—The days 


oi tho Louisiana lottery, so lar as it is tol- 
erated by the United States Govarcment, 
are numbered. 
The anti-lottery bill now 


having passad both houses, and received 
the President's signature has become a law. 
Louisiana men say that it will be impos- 
sible for the lottery to be conducted on 
anything like the same profitable basis thut 
it has hitherto been. The (deads of the 
measure believe that the lottery company 
will 
make 
some 
arrangements with 


the express companies by. means of which 
they will be able to communicate with the 
public in a manner which will be adequate 
:o oouduot their nefarious business. 


The constitutional lawyers who have 


found so much difficulty in bringing tbe 
bill through will ba likely to raise further 
objections if ths attempt should be made 
to interfere with what will be called the 
private business of express companies, 
The friends of the lottery bill insist that 
the business of the express companies 
would no more be interfered with by au 
enactment which would prevent them from 
becoming the agents of lottery companies 
than is the business ot newspapers inter- 
fered with by provisions which prevent 
them from publishing lottery advertise- 
ments, under the penalty of being excluded 
from the mail. The bill does not prevent 
newspapers from publishing lottery adver- 
tisements, provided they are willing to 
depend on the express companies or some 
other agents than.the United States mail 
for the distribution of their oircutasr. 


Many friend.) of anti-lottery legislation 


objected to tho measure 'before it was 
passed by Congress because it waa not 
strong enough, iu that it does not prevent 
the introduction into the United States of 
foreign newspapers which may contain 
lottery advertisements. The point is raised 
that it will be possible for the lottery 
owners to print newspapers directly across 
the northern or southern border and place 
these newspapers under foreign stamps in 
the mail, addressed to ths long list of 
patrons of which the lottery companies aro 
undoubtedly pofisesseil, and by this means, 
under the protection of what is called 
international comity or international law, 
they will be uble to reach the public 
throujh newspaper advertisements, 
But 


the constitutional lawyers saw only compli- 
cations in nn attempt to amend the bill in 
that respect and believed that luits present 
form the measure will very greatly ciroum 
soribe the operations of tbo Louisiana and 
other lottery companies by putting the 
brand oE national condemnation upon 
them. It will, at all events, prevent na- 
tional banks from becoming tha agents of 
lottery companies.

At New York about three-quarters of a 


million dollars will this year be spent on 
the harbor defenses, 
The complete plant, 


which will ultimately cost something like 
$10,000,000, will comprise torpedoes, rapid 
firing guns, submarine mines, heavy armor 
protected batteries of twelve-inch breeoh- 
loading rifles and other defenses. At Sand; 
Hook alone $350,000 will be spent this 
year, the plant there 
coijtprising one 


twelve-inch high power breeoh-loading 
rifle gun and a battery of twelve-inch mor- 
tars. At Coney Island will be planted 
eight twelve-inch mortars. 


Among the novel propositions submitted 


to the Constitutional Convention of Mis- 
sissippi was the plural voting plan of Judge 
Campbell of the State Supreme Court, 
giving the possessor of land in county or 
town valaod at $750 an additional ballot, 
and, iC such land is assessed at more than 
$1,500, two additional ballots. Evidently 
this suggestion is due to the faol that there 
are 170,000 black voters in Mississippi and 
but 108,000 white ones.

A Chicago dispatch, of the 19th instant, 


says that Er-Governor Gilpin, of Colorado, 
and a party of gentlomen have gone to 
Alaska. A large number of people go to 
Alaska every year, bat ve/y few go with an 
object of euoh importance as that which 
takes the present party to those northern 
shores. Thia object is to view the ooxintry 
with reference to no leja a scheme than the 
construction of a railroad which shall belt 
the globe. 
The first division oE the mam- 


moth railway system that shall bind to- 
gether the East and the West is already es- 
tablished in the transcontinental lines, 
whose western termini are in Oregon. 
Thence the topography of the plateaus and 
valleys that skirt the base of the Kooky 
Mountains presents no difficulties to the 
laying of a roadbed through Alaska to 
Bearing Strait. In opening up Alaaknsuch 
a road will be a factor of importance im- 
possible to estimate. This great road, 
however, has barely started when the moat 
northwesterly point of America is reached. 
Behring Strait is only forty-eight miles 
wide. Midway between the American and 
Asiatic shores are the Dromoda Islands, 
Forty miles of bridge would connect tbe 
two continents, and the water is shallow, 
The Russian Government is now building 
railroads in western Siberia for tbe purpose 
of giving the island a connection with the 
sea at the mouth of the Ameer river. With 
this line ths proposed road will connect. 
The route then would ba to the southward 
through Asia and Southern Europe to the 
eastern coast of the Atlantic. 


New York thinks the census has Blighted 


her very badly, and the papers there are 
demanding a recount. It is not local pa- 
triotism that inspires them particularly. 
They think that, if the proper population 
were accorded them, they oonlil get in two 
more Democratic Congressmen, 
Judging 


by the specimens representing them now, 
they should rather ask the Census Enumer- 
ator to lower his figures. 


Dion Bonoioaolt, the celebrated play- 


wright and aotor, died Thursday afternoon 
at his residence, 103 West Filly-Bfth street, 
New York, at 5 o'clock, in the sixty-eight 
year of bia age. He caught a cold on 
Monday, which developed into pneumonia 
on Tuesday, and he afterwards rapidly be- 
came worse, although he was conscious up 
to the time of bis death. 


London advices from Hiogo, state that 


the Turkish man-of-war Ertogronl found- 
ered at flea, and five hundred of her crew 
were drowned. 
She was a wooden frigate, 


2334 tons, mounted with 41 guns of email 
calibre, and wat built ia 1863. Osmau 
Pasha and Ali Pasha, envoys of the Bultan 
to the Emperor of Japan, were among the 
drowned. 


The South Carolina Bepnblican State 


Convention adjourned Thnnday morning 
after deciding to put no ticket in the field. 


Rough on the Democrats. 


It is said that a gang of men on the new 


railroad that ia being built into Lincoln 
county, this Stnte, will vote tbe Democratic 
ticket, as the corporation is a Democratic 
institution. This will knock the Republi- 
can majority down considerably aa there are 
between 300 and 400 men in the gang.— 
Lyon County Times.
